WHAT WAS considered most 


necessary to "reactivate" the 
Dixon C. of C. is a manager ex- 
perienced in both public rela- 
tions and ci\ic affairs. 
To meet the salary required by 


such * manager, it was concluded 
that the dues of local members 
should be increased in the not too 
distant future.

of C. were Lyle Melvin, president; 
Joseph Villiger, first vice presi- 
dent, Walter C. Knack, David 
Ames, John Cahill, and Paul Johns.

IT WAS CONTENDED that it's 


high time to cither pour life into 
the C. of C. now or disband it en- 
tirely on the theory * "dead" C.

sistance to city groups in revamp- 
ing "dying" organizations. 


Lyle Melvin said last night he 


would contact the state body in an 
effort to have a representative 
come to Dixon to show what can be 
done to bring the local setup back 
to Ills. 


The C. of C. president added 


that » meeting of businessmen 
would be called to discuss the 
proposition of hiring a manager 
and increasing the dues of mem- 
bers.

DURING THE MEETING, .com- 


plaints were registered that under 
the present system, it is almost im- 
possible to get information pertain- 
ing to Dixon from the C. of C. 


The question arose as to how 


Dixon can promote expansion 
when a full knowledge of the 
city's potentialities and assets 
are not at the fingertips of pro- 
spective new businesses.

THE STATUS of the C. of C. 


follows. 
There are 227 members 


contributing $4,015 in yearly dues. 
Of these, there are 116 members 
paying $25 a year; 110 paying $10, 
and one paying $15. 
• • * 


DISSATISFACTION in the C. of 


C. "standstill" was expressed on 
the heels of a discussion of a new 
rental contract between the city 
and the C. of C. for use of the 
city-owned building on Galena ave- 
nue and River street as a C. of C. 
headquarters. 


As the city council and C. of C. 


representative* got down to facU, 
it Mas discovered that the C. of 
C. was virtually unable to pay 
more than $25 a month rent under 
their present financial situation. 
When the Greyhound Bus com- 


pany moved from the building in 
which the C. of C. is currently lo- 
cated, the loss of rent to operate the 
building placed the city council in 
a difficult position. 


The bus company paid $100 a 


month rent and took care of janitor 
services in the building while the 
C. of C. paid $25 a month. Dixon 
paid light, water, and coal bills. 


According to Commissioner L, 


J. Welch, the expense to the city 
operating the building amounts to 
approximately $700 a jear. With 
the loss of bus company rent, the 
city is left holding the bag. 
* * * 


IT WAS AGREED last night that 


the rent paid by the C. of C. be in- 
creased . . . but six months hence. 
The council gave the C of C until 
April to revamp the organization 
whereby more rent could be paid. 


In allowing the extra time, the 


council will permit the C. of C. to 
remain in its present headquarters 
at $25 a month, with the stipulation 
that 'the C. of C. provide janitor 
service for the public rest rooms. 


The city will continue to furnish

Polo Youth Safe 
After 'Kidnap' 
Police Inclined to Believe 
That 4-Year-Old Hiding 


POLO—-(Special)— Disappearance of a four-year-old boy near here 


Tuesday afternoon, set off a two-hour hunt by state police and Ogle 
county sheriff's deputies on the theory he had been kidnaped. He later 
turned up and authorities are speculating that be may have been hiding 
in the basement. 


Object of the frantic search was 


Jerry Pontnack, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Earl Pontnack, who operated 
a service station, restaurant and 
motel at the junction of Rts. 26 and 
64 north of Polo. 


The father said that the boy had 


followed a man out of the door of 
the service station and, acting on 
a premonition, he started after him. 
He said that man and the boy had 
disappeared. 


Begin Search 


Alerting Sheriff James White in 


Oregon, the father aided by others 
at the busy station, began a search. 
It was not until more than two 
hours later that the youth was seen 
at the rear of the restaurant. 


Conflicting details of how he was 


finally discovered were offered by 
employes of the restaurant. Some 
say he ran to the door from the 
yard. Some stories had it that he 
came from the basement. 


Sheriff White today said that he 


had "cleared" a Rockford man of 
any suspicion of abduction. 
He 


added that the youth, although ap- 
parently unharmed, is unable to 
tell of his actions Tuesday after- 
noon. 


The boy merely says he was "in 


the basement," the sheriff said. 
Five persons combed the basement 


thoroughly duiing th« search, the 
father of the boy said. 


Sheriff White stated that he was 


following up a report that a car 
stopped at the rear of the restau- 
rant and filling station shortly be- 
fore Jerry was found. Witnesses 
described it as a "two-toned" car. 


Under Suspicion 


The Rockford man, who worka 


for an insect exterminating firm, 
was placed under suspicion when 
the father of the boy said he fol- 
lowed him out of the door of the 
station after the Rockford man had 
collected -A bill for services. 


The man was cleared by Sheriff 


White today after an investigation. 


State police were pressed into the 


search'and squads throughout the 
area were alerted and set up sta- 
tions at the principal highways. 


Officer Don Ramsdell, of nearby 


Shannon, conducted the questioning 
at the Pontnack station. He was 
present when the lad finally turned 
up but he was unable to gain any 
information from the boy. 


The boy was taken to a Polo phy- 


sician for examination. It was de- 
termined that he was not molested. 


Newsmen, viewing the youngster 


15 minutes after he had returned, 
found him apparently happy and 
smiling. 


Dixon, Swissville Sign New 
2-Year Sewer Agreement 


Mayor William Slothower today signed a contract between the city 


of Dixon and the Swissville Sanitary district in which the district will 
pay $3,500 yearly for the use of the city's sewage disposal system.

The contract was signed 


months of deliberation on the part 
of the city and the district to ar- 
rive at a suitable rental price. 


A new contract was called for 


last winter by Commissioner C. L. 
Ballard, public health and safety, 
who proposed that the district pay 
$6,000 a year. 


Right Step 


During the meeting of the city 


council Tuesday 
night, Ballard 


contended the increase was a step 
in the right direction from the $600 
rent paid by the district years ago. 


During the last few years, the 


district had been paying a rental 
of $2.500. Ballard claimed this was 
not "near enough." 


In passing the resolution author- 


izing, Mayor Slothower to sign the 
contract, the city council voted to 
have the agreement extend over a 
two-year period, from July 15, 


1953, to July 15, 1955, when it will 
be renewed. 


According 
to the contract, a 


maximum of 175 connections can 
be included on the Dixon sewage 
disposal system. Presently, there 
are 129, according to Mayor Sloth- 
ower. 


This will take care of Swissville 


residents who, in the future decide 
to attach.to the system, Slothower 
said, citing that there are petitions 
for annexation to the sanitary dis- 
trict now being circulated in Swiss- 
ville. 


The reason for a short-term con- 


tract, according to council mem- 
bers, is to enable the city to meet 
the anticipated increase of users. 


At the end of the two years, the 


city will be able to negotiate a 
rental price in accord with the ex- 
pected increase. ' 


Judge Okays 
Evidence in 
Betting Case 


Lloyd Tripped Up 
When Brought to 
Stand at Hearing 


State's Atty. James Bales came 


up with a legal "twis,t" today and 
succeeded in quashing a motion 
by counsel of Frank (Bookie) Lloyd 
to suppi ess state's e v i d e n c e 
against him in a bookmakmg hear- 
ing. 


Atty. Edwaid Jones, Divon, had 


moved during a preliminary hear- 
ing last week, that the evidence 
seized when Lloyd was arrested 
Oct. 2. be suppressed. He cited two 
articles of the Constitution, one the 
"search and seizure" act. 


The evidence in question was a 


$20 bill and a folded piece of paper 
handed to Lloyd on the night of 
Oct. 2 by an investigator for the 
state's attorney's office. The paper 
allegedly contained the name of a 
horse. The state claims that It was 
a bet and that the act constituted 
bookmaking. 


Bales weathered a barrage of 


citations by Defense Atty. Jones 
this morning charging illegal 
search and seizure. 


Springs Surprise 


It wsj while he was cross-exami- 


nmg Lloyd that Bales sprung the 
surprise. 


He exacted from Lloyd the ad- 


mission that he didn't own tha $20 
or the paper in which it was folded 
at the time of his arrest. 


Bales immediately moved that 


the defense motion be quashed. He 
told the court that before it could 
consider suppressing any evidence 
pertinent to the case, the defend- 
ant had to claim ownership. 


Bales said that nowhere \n the 


motion to suppress or in the affi- 
davit citing the reasons to suppress 
the evidence, or in the testimony of 
Lloyd, was there any claim of 
ownership of the evidence in ques- 
tion. 


On that ground, Judge Grover 


Gehant dismissed the motion and 
affidavit. 


He set the-case for jury trial on 


Dec. l. 


The court allowed that all other 


papers taken from Lloyd at the 
time of his arrest on the Jilght of- 
Ocl. 2 in the Peter Piper cocktail 
lounge on Galena avenue be sup- 
pressed as evidence and returned 
to its owner. 


J'at, "Ready" 


Seated in the courtroom, ready 


to be called to the stand if needed, 
was the mysterious "Pat Wilson," 
who allegedly handed Lloyd the 
"bet" while both were in the Peter 
Piper cocktail bar on the night of 
Oct. 2. She, and several 
male 


companions, successfully 
evaded 


photographers. 


The hearing which lasted almost 


I'/a hours, constituted the reading 
of citations by Atty. Jones ground- 
ing his contentions that evidence 
gained through illegal search and 
seizure are not permissible as evi- 
dence. 


Jones claimed,Lloyd was the vic- 


tim of such an illegal search and 
sei/ure in that no arrest warrant 
was presented at the time he was 
taken into custody and the incrimi- 
nating evidence removed from his 
person. 


The 
defense 
attorney 
further 


claimed that no warrant was served 
until after Lloyd was taken to the 
county Jail, searched, and placed 
in a cell. 


Claims Violations 


Jones felt this constituted a vio- 


lation of the statutes, violating 
those prohibiting illegal search and 
seizure, which he contended exist- 
ed in Lloyd's arrest. 


To substantiate his claim, Jones 


put Lloyd on the stand to acquaint 
the court with what allegedly hap- 
pened on the night of the arrest. 


He claimed illegal arrest and 


seizure existed in that the arrest- 
ing officers took Lloyd Into custo- 
dy, searched him, removing var- 
ious items, without a warrant, with- 
out obvious evidence of the com- 
mission of a crim», and even with- 
out reasonable suspicion that one 
is being committed . . . "the suspi- 
cion of a cautious and prudent per- 
son." 


In answer to questions by the de- 


fense attorney, Lloyd told the court

Parley Hopeless 
Red Premier Must Show 
Honest Purpose, He Says 


WASHINGTON-tf^-President Elsenhower said today it would be 


perfectly hopeless for him to take part in a meeting with Soviet Piemlcr 
Malenkov unless he knows Russia has an honest purpose for such a 
meeting. 


He added that Russia could show 


such honesty in any of a hundred 
ways. 
The President's news conference 


statement was in response to ques- 
tions about a new Russian hint 
that Premier Malenkov may be 
ready for peace talks with the 
Western chiefs of state. 


He's Keady 


The President also repeated that 


what he has said before—that re- 
gardless of handicaps or Inconveni- 
ence he would do anything In the 
world he thought would advance 
the cause of peace. 


He qualified that again by say- 


ing there must be an Indication it 
would produce results in good 
faith. 


The President also told report- 


ers: 


1. U. S. economic aid to Israel 


will be resumed since Israel has 
agreed to suspend work on a hy- 
droelectric power program which 
Arab neighbors charged would di- 
vert Jordan river water to their 
injury. 


Israel 
announced 
Tuesday It 


would hold up the project while 
the United Nations security coun- 
cil debates the issues. 


Sets No Date 


Eisenhower did not say just 


when aid to Israel would be re< 
sumed.

Rise Again 
To New High 


Seventh Straight 
Increase Noted by 
Labor Department 


WASHINGTON". Ml—The cost of 


living, pushed upward mainly by 
higher rents, clothing costs and 
medical expenses, set another new 
icooid last month, the goveinmcnt 
lepoiled today. 


The Labor- depatlment's buieau 


of labor statistics announced that 
its consumer pi Ice Index .reached 
115.2 in mid-September, a ilse of 
.2 of l per cent over the record 
August level. 


Se\»-nth In llmv 


This was the seventh atiaigtt 


monthly Inctease. 


The index is a composite aver- 


age of letnlt pi Ices paid by the 
Ameucan household for basljc 
goods and services as compared 
with 1D47-1940. 


The bureau said a decline in .re- 


tail food prices between August 
nnd September was not enough to 
offset higher prices for all other 
types of consumer goods and serv- 
ices. 


Clothing prices weie up 1 p«r 


cent over August, housing lose ,3 
of 1 per. .cent and medical .care, 
went up .7 of 1 per cent. 


Meanwhile food dropped .3 of 1 


per cent. 


Klne Gradually 


The BLS noted that retail pi ices 


have risen giadually since Feb- 
ruary. The total inn ease in that 
time has been 1.8 per cent. 


BLS said this has been due 


chiefly to increased charges -tot; 
vailoim services.

A month ago, the BLS index for 


mid-August was icportcd at. 115. 
That ^meant that the aveiage 
Ameiican householder was paying 
$1.15 in mid-August for the same 
basic Items and services he bought 
for an average of |1 in the 1947-49 
base period. 


The index figures for the past 


few months, all given on a 1947-49 
basis: March 113.6, April 113.7, 
May 114, June 114.5, July 114.7, Au- 
gust 115. 


F«deral rent controls died at the 


end of July in some 1,400 commu- 
nities throughout the ^nation. The 
RLS Index covering the 
period 


from mid-July to mid-August cUd 
not inflect the full impact of rent 
Increases which followed. 


There have also been new rises 


In gasoline prices And the cost of 
public transpoitation. 


No major labor union contiacts 


aie, geated to this BLS index. In 
other months, the wages of CIO 
auto workers and railroad men 
may go up or down, depending on 
the fluctuations of the consumer 
price level. 


High administration officials, led 


by President Eisenhower, have re- 
cently contended that prices, while 
still rising, are tending to flatten 
out on a high plateau. The present 
price level Is about 13 per cent 
above the IflSO pre-Korean figure.

Brother of Slain 
OSS Man Asks for 
Court Clemency 


NOVARA, Italy <#-The brother 


of slain U. S. MaJ. William Hold- 
han of New York today asked 
clemency for three former pro- 
Allied partisans on trial here for 
the major's mysterious 194* be- 
hind-the-lines murder. 


The plea was contained in a let- 


ter from Joseph Holnhan to the 
court handed over by Michael 
Stern of New York City, a maga- 
zine writer who spent months in- 
vestigating the case. The brothers 
adopted different spellings of their 
last names. 


Two Americans, Aldo Icardi, of 


Pittsburgh, Pa., and Carl Lo Dolce 
of Rochester, N. Y., are on trial 
in absentia. 
Three Italians, Giu- 


seppe Mannini, Gualgiero Mozzinl 
and Aminta Migliari, are before the 
court. Italy asked extradition of the 
Americans but was refused. They 
have denied the accusations. The 
trial, which opened Oct. 19, is near- 
ing an end. A verdict is expected 
this week.

President Plays Game Fairly in 


Bucking Ouster of Benson 


In American political life, what might be termed the 


theory of the sacrificial lamb has been enjoying a great 
vogue in the last 10 or 15 years. 
Under this theory, when a policy or a program is un- 


popular, you do not "simply try to change it. 
You try to 
eet rid of the man who has been responsible for executing it. 


This approach may be seen at its .full-blown best in the 


current drive to oust Secretary of Agriculture Benson. No- 
body has really racked up any major errors of commission 
against the secretary. But he is being personally blamed for 
everything unpleasant that has happened to farmers since the 
Eisenhower administration camejn. 
. 
Farmers have an idea Benson is unsympathetic to their 


fate because early in his regime he boldly stated that they 
should be protected against disaster but not against all risk. 
• 
• 
• 


It is odd that farmers should now want to penalize him 


for this attitude, since traditionally they have been among 
the most independent citizens we have. Many a farmer in 
the past dozen years has honestly worried about where the 
monev was coming from to support the prices of the things 
he sells.

To find a better solution to the farm problem was the 


avowed aim of Benson and the president when they took 
over 
They both felt the matter was of sufficient magni- 


tude to warrant careful study: besides, the present support 
law does not expire until the end of next year. 


Unhanpily. however, farm prices have continued a slide 


begun under the Truman administration. Confronted with 
th's dancer sicnal, farmers have grown restivo. It is no good 
telling them that the decline started under the Democrats. 
What impresses them is that it is still going on, nt a time 
when the new GOP regime has chosen to study and reflect 
and wait 
• 
* • 


So farmers who seemed a year or so ago to be saying 


they wanted something different are clamoring for the 
same old thing: high price supports. They are distrustful 
of Benson, who in January merely appeared to be voicing 
the farmers' own thoughts. 


Politicians, noting the discontent, have taken fright. And 


they are demanding that Benson be placed on the altar in 
sacrifice to the farmers' wrath. 


Mr. Eisenhower, not being schooled in the ways of pro- 


fessional politics, says he won't bow to the demands. He 
Is standing behind Benson. This resistance is courageous, 
for the record shows that farmers can indeed produce ex- 
plosive results at the polls. 


But, more than that, it is fair. For it is the president, 


not Benson, who decreed that a new farm policy should be 
put off until commission studies could be completed. The re- 
sponsibility is Mr. Eisenhower's, and he acknowledges it. 


In the past dozen years we have had altogether too much 


government by ouster. It is good to see someone holding out 
against it, even at possible political cost to himself.

The Doctor Says: 
Prevention Is llie Best Cure 
For Whiplash Neck Injury 


By EDWIN 1'. JOKDON, M. U. 


A fine article in one of our lead- 


ing medical journals brings forth 
a number of practical suggestions 
regarding an 
extremely 
trouble- 


some, injury suffered in automobile 
accidents. 


When an Automobile is hit from 


behind the usual result is that the 
occupants nre first pushed forward 
and then the, head is suddenly 
thrown buck so that the neck por- 
tion of the spine is put under se- 
vere and sudden strain. Technical- 
ly this is called a whiplash injury 
of tho neck. 


The report mentioned is the re- 


sult of a study o'f SO persons who 
suffered this injury. A rear colli- 
sion between two vehicles was re- 
sponsible for 45 of these, and in 43 
only one car was moving. Almost 
all of the accidents occurred near 
an intersection when the front car 
had stopped to observe a traffic 
signal. 


Apparently the typical symptoms 


of a whiplash injury of the neck do 
not arise nt once, but come on 
several hours after the accident. 
Pain in the back of the neck and 


surrounding areas was particularly 
characteristic, and nervous and 
emotional effects were also com- 
mon, and frequently severe. 


The treatment of this injury is 


lengthy and not wholly 
satisfac< 


lory, but the important point to be 
gained from this discussion is in

In many joyous endorsement* of the Nobel *ward to Winstoa 


Churchill, our journalism naively draws attention to a dramatic de- 
cline within its own pages of the very quality for which Winston was 
honored. This master is one of the few lyrical journalists now tloing 
business in (he English language. H. L. Mencken has been the only 
American worthy to carry his typewriter since the death of Percy 
Hammond and Little Heinie, himself, has been out of action a long 
time and may never be heard from more. Menclf- 
en's mind was mischievous and nimble by contrast 
with Churchill's stolidness but he had a seriovs fault 
of raiding big dictionaries for obsolete or strange 
words which 
he sprinkled among his impudence 


solely for the fun of confounding his clientele. This 
distraction reduced the value of his essays whereas 
Churchill makes little words sing as they will in the 
service of a careful writer. 


The comparison may seem unfair to Churchill 


now that he is a man for the ages by reason of his 
glorious bravado when the world, including Hitler, 
!tm,ihrm>k mm 


knew his heyt was heavy with dread. But the fact remains that Win- 
ston spent many years at pot-boiling for the Fleet Street market and 
was just another ink-stained wretch but with velvet lapels, in the era 
which ended with the paper shortage and the invention of astringent 
journalism in Britain, many public men scuffled and elbowed for extra 
money to a degree that made the regular professionals morose. 


They 
were 
utterly 
graceless 


costers, hawking the by-product of 
the election returns, no more in- 
hibited than any Roosevelt in our 
own day. No wonder that the poor, 
seedy penny-a-liners covering sala- 
cious divorces or scribbling anony- 
mous, dispirited drivel about the 
mating habits of the earthworm 
correctly felt that such bounders 
were dashing the ale-cup from 
their lips., 


The quality of English journalese 


has declined with ours but not in 
the same peculiar affections of 
crude, even ungrammatical ex- 
pression. They have had the ex- 
cuse of the paper shortage but that 
doesn't altogether explain their 
ugliness for they sometimes do 
swing out into space and smqar up 
tons of good white newsprint with 
idiotic coverage of paltry criminals 
or artificial spats with a standard- 
ized Yankee rotter. Our deteriora- 
tion has been deliberate and should 
seriously concern the societies of 
editors of the several degrees who 
visit New York in the winter to 
discuss freedom of the press and 
fearlessly" denounce censorship in 
the_ Argentine. 


The frightful Innovations which 


were thrust upon us by Chinaboy, 
Luce in his own peculiar pidgin by 
some psychological freak infected 
almost all our journalism, includ- 
ing other magazines, and much of 
our radio prattle. Whereas 25 years 
ago newspaper reporters' and re- 
write hands took pride in the com- 
position of pear shaped periods and 
flights of imagery about fires and 
funerals, the new mode is just as 
resolutely harsh. 


In fact, in those days, when 


Mencken and Nathan were shoot- 
ing spitballs at dignity itself, most 
rewrite men secretly read Mercury 
and Mencken's original cliches, a 
little more artful than Nathan's, 
could be combed out of everything 
to the left of the goitres and elec- 
tric belts. 


Nothing as horrible as Drew 


Pearson's 
jerked-English 
para- 


phrase of Timcstyle would have 
got past any copy desk and the 
depth of .the decline may be gauged 
by the fact that this phenomenon 
may claim, with what truth I do 
not presume to know, that his 
merchandise appears in several 
hundred American dailies. The on- 
ly really literate current essayists 
in the cosmic field who can adorn 
a theme with ornamental language 
are the Alsops but there were a 
dozen as good at the time I speak 
of. 


The name of Percy Hammond 


will mean nothing to many Ameri- 
cans who were reading papers in 
the 'twenties and the 'teens. For 
some reason he limited himself to 
the stage and actors and pretty 
much to impromptus such as re- 
views done in a feverish hurry. His 
Sunday specials were longer and 
finer wrought but his daily standard 
was a high degree of beauty. Per- 
cy also, like Mencken, us'ed what 
he himself called out-of-town words, 
but always with marvelous grace 
and there was hardly a time that 
any other word would have suf- 
ficed.

President Says There Is No 
Plan for Reduction in Army 


WASHINGTON— tf>— President Eisenhower said today there is no 


plan in existence for reduction of U. S. combat forces anywhere. 


The President told his news con- " 


ference 
that 
new weapons, of 


course, will affect the position of 
military forces, and there also is 
need for economy. But he repeated 
there is no plan for a cut in com- 
bat forces. On the contrary, he 
taid, he believes the Air Force is 
even expanding oveiseas. 


He commented that new air 


bases are being built up. His re- 
marks were prompted by a ques- 
tioner who said there have been 
stories that atomic weapons might 
make it possible to decrease army 
manpower and reduce the Ameri' 
can contingent in North Atlantic 
Treaty Forces in Europe. 


The President's statements gave 


strong backing to similar word 
from the Pentagon Tuesday. The 
obvious intent was to allay fears 
expressed in some European quar- 
ters that a cutback in American 
forces stationed there was in the 
offing. 


The Pentagon disclosed that it 


plans to pare down the over-all 
strength of the Army next year but 
said there is no plan to cut Into 
American ground forces overseas 
In the near future.

"Benson isn't going to help us," 


said James G. Patton, president 
of the National Farmers Union, 
which organized the caravan. 


Patton said in an interview that

Active in Scientific Study at 85 


A former Dixon area resident | 


prominent in the field of paleon- 
tology recently celebrated hi8 85th 
birthday anniversary undaunted in 
his scientiiic study of life in past 
geologic periods. 


Dr. Charles Decker, research • 


professor emeritus in-paleontology 
at the University of Oklahoma, 
was born and raised on a farm in 
Palmyra township. 


Currently retired as a research ( 


professor, Decker today is contin-, 
uing his studies, preparing an ex- 
tensive paper for the Bulletin of 
the American Association of Pe-: 
troleum Geologists. 
! 


Renowned in the scientific field. 


Decker is one of the first four re- 
search professors at the University 
of Oklahoma where he taught 
classc," in paleontology for 12 years 
beyond the retiring age of 70. 


Still sharing an office in the ge- 


ology building and serving on ex- 
amining committees for yien seek- 
ing1 advanced degrees,, he is con- 
ducting an investigation of a large 
collection of Cambrian graptolites 
(fossils) in advancing geological 
knowledge. 


To assist him, two years after 


his retirement, the university has 
established a Decker fellowship, to 
last five years, with funds to pay 
a graduate student $750 a year to 
help with his research. 


Decker, known to' many at the 


university as "Daddy" Decker, 
joined the school staff in 1916 as 


an instructor in geology. He be- 
came an assistant 
professor 'in 


1917, an associate professor in 1919, 
and was named one of the first 
five professors emeritus in re- 
search in 1943. 
t 


Retired from the unii-erstiy in 


1951, he has written many papers 
and has established one of the 
country's most valuable paleontol- 
ogical collections, continuing to add 
scientific prizes' since his retire- 
ment.
